adding: “I sympathised 
with them in some areas 
especially when the Lon¬ 
don Organising Committee 
of the Olympic Games 
moved in and took control. 

“They shut off roads, 
commandeered car parks 
and put up signs over a 
wide area warning of con¬ 
gestion which actually 
drove visitors away from 
Dorset. 

“They even suggested 
Portland residents should 
travel to Monkey’s Jump 
and then get a park and ride 
bus back to Weymouth, a 
journey of 20 miles with a 
charge of £10 for the privi¬ 
lege. No wonder people 
avoided Weymouth!” 

Council staff did get 
LOCOG to realise the 
damage this was doing and 
signs were changed to en¬ 
courage visitors, she said, 
“but the damage had been 
done, making a recovery 


for all traders difficult to 
achieve in the short time 
left them”. 

Mrs Leicester said there 
were positives and the

Olympic Torch arrived in 
Weymouth and said: “The 
heavens opened soaking 
everyone, but the atmos¬ 
phere on the beach was 
electrifying. I could not 
believe the extent of the 
crowds in that downpour. 
The torch parades were 
well attended throughout 
Dorset regardless of the 
time of day or the weather 
conditions with crowds 
turning out to spur them 
on.” 

“BBC coverage of this 
area for the Games was 
magnificent and I am sure 
we will benefit in the fu¬ 
ture from this window of 
opportunity. Sadly Chan¬ 
nel 4’s coverage of the Par¬ 
alympic sailing events was 
a tragedy considering the 
amount of medals won by 
the GB Paralympic Team.

Local schools took part 
in an inter-schools torch 
relay so they could experi¬ 
ence what carrying the 
Torch would be like, Mrs 
Leicester setting them off 
in pouring rain at the 
Nothe Fort. 

She added: “The children 
all loved this experience as 


age was no barrier to par¬ 
ticipating. The final torch 
presented to me was by a 
five-year-old and all the 
torches had been produced 
locally by a Portland engi¬ 
neering firm.” 

Youth has made a great 
impression on her during 
her period as Mayor and 
she said: “Throughout this 
year I have witnessed the 
superb talent of young peo¬ 
ple.

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Discussions confine over football club development 


FOLLOWING two public consultation 
events held on Monday 3rd and Wednes¬ 
day 5th December regarding the poten¬ 
tial relocation of Weymouth Football 
Club and subsequent residential develop¬ 
ment on the existing site, the deadline for 
feedback has now passed and responses 
are being collated. 

Ahead of any planning application to 
the local authority Wessex Delivery will 


be analysing all communications in rela¬ 
tion to both schemes and incorporating 
suggestions where possible. 

A total of 121 members of the public 
attended Monday’s exhibition relating to 
the creation of a new community sta¬ 
dium at Lodmoor (with 42 comment 
sheets and emails received in response) 
and a significantly smaller attendance of 


only 23 took the opportunity to view the 
plans for a residential development on 
the enabling Wessex site (with 11 com¬ 
ment sheets or emails received). Both 
events created the opportunity to answer 
questions and respond to concerns from 
local residents and the team were pleased 
with the level of positive support. 

Discussions continue to be held with 


the football club and stakeholders with a 
door remaining open for any interested 
parties. 

Having taken on board all feedback, 
formal planning submissions are to be 
made to the local authority in forthcom¬ 
ing weeks.

Weymouth and Portland finance and as¬ 
sets spokesman Councillor Peter Chap¬ 
man said: “The council’s all party budget 
working group would like to give any in¬ 
dividuals or organisations with a serious 
interest in running the Pavilion an oppor¬ 
tunity to declare their intentions. 

“The time scales for the budget process 
is tight but we would welcome outline 
proposals so they can be assessed on a 
preliminary basis and guide our decision 


making as part of the 2013-2014 budget 
process.”

sheer professionalism on the stage from the youngest 
aged eight to the older at 17 years of age. We appear to 
have a wealth of talent in this area. 

“Young people as well as the elderly have featured 
greatly so far during my time as Mayor each having over¬ 
come obstacles in their lives.” 

On a concerned note, she said that all these events and 
efforts had taken place and been supported by council 
staff despite a large majority of them feeling threatened 
by the move to form a partnership with West Dorset coun¬ 
cil. 

She added: “This has not panned out the way they ex¬ 
pected and many long serving staff members have disap¬ 
peared, some being moved to West Dorset offices with a 
20-mile round trip to work which has disrupted the lives 
of those with elderly parents to look after or children to 
collect. 

“Now we are to introduce a system of ‘hot desking’, the 
latest buzz word of the management team. Most large em¬ 
ployers have abandoned this system as unworkable, but 
it is going ahead in Weymouth and Portland, making staff 
feel even more undervalued than they already are. 

“As someone who spent many years working in an of¬ 
fice for both private companies and Government depart¬ 
ments, not having a specific work place is an alien 
concept to me. 

“Walking around with a lap-top and my files looking 
for somewhere to start working makes no sense to me. It 
will waste time and no doubt stress staff to an unaccept¬ 
able degree.” 

She ended by saying: “I hope everyone has a good 
Christmas and a good New Year. Hopefully things will 
start to improve soon.”

A welcome for freeze on parking charges 


A MOVE to freeze West Dorset 
council tax and parking charges for 
another year has been widely wel¬ 
comed. 

It will be the seventh year in a row 
which short-term parking charges 
have remained unchanged. Evening 
and Sunday parking in some areas 
will also remain free. 

Councillors are also being asked 
not to increase the authority’s share 


of the council tax, currently 
£124.80 a year for a Band D prop¬ 
erty, but had little choice in the mat¬ 
ter because of Government 
restrictions. 

Dorchester Mayor, Andy Can¬ 
ning, said the weekend and evening 
free parking was to be welcomed, 
helping town centre businesses, in¬ 
cluding restaurants.

don also praised the parking deci¬ 
sion: “We are delighted the council 
has seen the benefits to the town of 
supporting businesses and encour¬ 
aging more visitors.” 

The parking freeze in West Dorset 
District Council owned car parks 
will also apply in Bridport and 
Lyme Regis.

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A new cycle and walkway - but first some traffic pain 


WALKERS and cyclists using the Marsh Route in Wey¬ 
mouth will soon find their journeys easier once new 
crossing facilities are installed. 

The shared use footpath and cycleway links Newstead 
Road with Chickerell Link Road and is popular with 
commuters, school children and fa mi lies. 

Dorset County Council will start work on Monday Jan¬ 
uary 7th to install a toucan crossing on Cumberland 
Drive, upgrade the crossing point at Lanehouse Rocks 
Road junction, widen the pavement into the road by the 
Marquis of Granby for a cycleway, provide additional 
crossing facilities at Fiveways junction. 

Officers warn that there will be several traffic manage¬ 
ment measures in place from Monday January 14th. 

Cumberland Drive will be closed between its junction 
with Chickerell Road and access to the Land Registry for 
three weeks. The diversion route is the Chickerell Link 
Road. 

There will also be three-way temporary traffic signals 
in use at Fiveways. These will be manually controlled 
7.30am-9am and 2.30pm-6pm Monday to Friday. 

Three-way temporary traffic signals will also operate 
at Lanehouse Rocks Road junction with Chickerell Road. 
These will be manually controlled 7.30am-9am and 
2.30pm-6pm Monday to Friday. 

Business will be open as usual and drivers wanting to 
access the Granby Industrial Estate will need to use 
Chickerell Link Road. 

Following the closure of Cumberland Drive the junc¬ 
tion will operate as a T-Junction until the works are com¬ 
plete, this will help traffic flows in the area. 

The temporary signals at Fiveways and Lanehouse will 
be in place until the crossings are finished in early March. 

Dorset Highways project manager Emma Baker said: 
“We know that the temporary signals will cause delays 
so we will be manually controlling these at peak times 
Monday to Friday to try and help the flow of traffic. 

“Drivers from the Portland direction and through traffic 
may find it quicker to use Wyke Road and Rodwell Road. 

“We have to turn the signals off because of the nature 
of the work we are doing to upgrade them and install ad¬ 


ditional controlled crossing points. We are sorry for the 
inconvenience this will cause.” 

Councillor David Harris, Dorset County Council divi¬ 
sion member for Westham Division, said: “With the off¬ 
road cycleway finished and these new crossing points 


installed, residents will have a great cycle route for work, 
school or leisure. 

“We’ve been working to improve the cycle network in 
Weymouth and Portland and this is a much needed link 
for people living or working in the west of the borough.” 


The cycle route is being funded by Sustrans, through 
the Department for Transport, and by the Local Transport 
Plan.

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Kayakers rescued Mayor's fund benefits the 

vulnerable at Christmas 


PORTLAND Coastguard sent Weymouth's RNLI 
lifeboats to rescue a group of four kayakers who 
were stranded on an isolated beach near Bats Head. 

On arrival several attempts were made by both the 
small inflatable carried on the all weather lifeboat 
and the inshore lifeboat to get to the beach but, due 
to a heavy swell that was pounding the beach, it was 
not possible to safely gain access. 

Just as the volunteer crews were regrouping and 
thinking of another way around the problem the 
Portland Coastguard rescue helicopter flew over¬ 
head returning to its base from a training exercise. 

The lifeboat quickly radioed up the helicopter and 
asked them if they could lift off the stranded kayak¬ 
ers to safety. This they did and then returned to the 
beach to collect the abandoned canoes. 

They dropped down the winch man who tied the 
canoes together and the helicopter then pulled 
them through the surf to the inshore lifeboat wait¬ 
ing just outside the surf line which in turn took the 
canoes to the all weather lifeboat waiting in deeper 
water. They then returned them back to Weymouth 
lifeboat station to be safely reunited with their own¬ 
ers. 

RNLI volunteer 2nd Coxswain Trevor Brooker who 
was in charge of the rescue said:"What should have 
been a simple job turned out to be quite compli¬ 
cated." 

Butterflies on the up 

THE number of butterflies and moths in Dorset is 
soaring, bucking the national trend - according to 
a conservation group. 

Nationally, most butterly species are in decline ac¬ 
cording to figures published by Dorset-based But¬ 
terfly Conservation. 

But the same group has announced Dorset is see¬ 
ing a sharp rise in their number thanks to a raft of 
conservation projects. 

A spokesman for the organisation said: "Restoring 
and joining up habitat has seen the butterfly popu¬ 
lation increase by 278 per cent in the last decade. 

"Nationally more than three quarters of butterfly 
species are declining."

A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


Sailing (literally) into another new year 


O NLY four days to go until the end 
of 2012 and it has certainly been a 
year for those who like sport or 
being drenched by torrential rain. 

The Olympic Games, with sailing events 
held locally, provoked some of the 
strongest reactions to an issue in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland’s history. 

Organisers hailed it as a triumph with 
the prospect of lasting legacy but many 
town businesses said their trading had col¬ 
lapsed like a badly made souffle. 

They said the misery of roadworks and 
other measures in the run up to the event 
was compounded by a disastrous opening 
where road signs and warnings for people 
to make plans for congestion saw visitor 
numbers measured as a trickle instead of 
the expected flood. 

Hasty efforts to change signs and visitor 
attitudes did salvage a substantial part of 
the borough’s slice of the Greatest Show 
on Earth, but repercussions, inquests, 
claim and counter claim are still simmer¬ 
ing. 

Through all this Ben Ainslie and our 
sailors cruised to glory and there was no 


shortage of people keen to find a berth 
with them, desperate to escape from the 
worst summer anyone could remember. 

April and June were the wettest since 
records began in 1880 while July was the 
second wettest as rivers burst their banks, 
homes and businesses were flooded and 
swans glided serenely across metre-deep 
floodwater covering the aptly named 
Swannery car park. 

PINEAPPLES 

The year began with pineapples and a 
campaign to get the iconic sculptures wel¬ 
coming people to Weymouth and Portland 
restored to their rightful position on 
Ridgeway after relief road work saw them 
sidelined to a weed-strewn plot outside a 
park and ride site. Later in the year coun¬ 
cillors backed reinstating them. 

Serious community concerns were 
voiced about several huge house building 
schemes at Littlemoor while another cam¬ 
paign sent a defiant “hands off’ signal to 
the council about The Marsh playing 
fields which supporters proved was pro¬ 
tected from future development by a 
covenant. 


Local elections saw 20-year-old Liberal 
Democrat Ryan Hope become the 
youngest ever Weymouth and Portland 
councillor while a new state of the art 
RSPB Wild Weymouth Discovery Centre 
next to Radipole Lake opened to visi¬ 
tors....only for the Lake to pay its own 
visit a few weeks later with floodwater 
half way up the walls. 

Chickens came home to roost when 
Condor had to switch its operation to 
Poole after lack of maintenance saw part 
of the ferry terminal quay wall declared 
unstable. Alarming cracks began to appear 
with a 23ft deep scour hole undermining 
the harbour wall. 

Condor’s departure created a storm and 
vindicated Councillor Peter Farrell’s long 
campaign to try and prevent large sections 
of harbour revenue being siphoned off for 
other council purposes instead of being 
saved for harbour projects. 

An estimated £2 million scheme for re¬ 
pairs and ferry terminal development 
turned out to cost £4 million and the town 
is holding its breath in hope that Condor 
comes back in May-be. 


Politicians’ love of the limelight saw 
them use any excuse to come down in 
droves to Weymouth and Portland for the 
Olympics provided they weren’t acting on 
one national magazine’s observations 
which had the sailing competition taking 
place in Portsmouth! 

BRAVING TORRENTIAL RAIN 

The Juno Bellydancers undulated to star¬ 
dom when they became heroes by braving 
torrential rain to kick-start a Weymouth 
Carnival which was threatening to drown 
in terrible weather while the Paralympic 
Games were warmly welcomed with the 
sailing events held in Portland Harbour. 

More torrential rain and the worst Sep¬ 
tember storm for 30 years guided us into 
the middle of autumn on the back of yet 
more flooding while October saw the start 
of a new tourist information venture near 
Hope Square at the heart of which is how 
the Black Death arrived in this country in 
the 14th Century through the port of Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Elections were held for a Dorset Police 
Commissioner, but surveys showed a 
county electorate completely under¬ 


whelmed by the whole thing with a 
turnout of less than 15 per cent. 

November also brought the most dra¬ 
matic council cut-back proposals in living 
memory with grim plans which could see 
the Pavilion demolished and the council 
offices and Guildhall sold off. 

There was also a disgraceful rush to 
build arks as the heavens opened 

again.and stayed open with widespread 

flooding across the county from a seem¬ 
ingly never ending series of rain clouds. 

More development drama this month 
saw proposals unveiled to construct a new 
Weymouth Football Club stadium at Lod- 
moor and build up to 200 homes on the 
existing Bob Lucas Stadium, schemes 
which promise protracted argument which 
is likely to go to extra time. 

Finally, we are all recovering from a sur¬ 
feit of Christmas dinner and drinks with 
the demands of New Year toasts looming 
ever closer, so I’ll wish you all a Merry 
Bicarb and a Happy New Paracetamol!
